Hoover Calls Panthers 
Top Threat to Security

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoo- 
ver said yesterday that of 
black extremist groups the 
“Black Panther Party, without 
question, represents the great- 
est threat to the internal secu- 
rity of the csountry.” 

In his report on bureau ac- 
tivities for fiscal 1968, Hoover 
said Panther “members have 
perpetrated numerous assaults i 
on police officers and have en- 
gaged in violent confronta- ; 
tions with police in cities 
throughout the country.” 
Panther leaders preach 
“their gospel of hate and vio- 
lence, not only to ghetto resi- 
dents, but to students in col- 


leges and high schools as 
well.” 

In another area. Hoover said 
student ^ . disorder 6n.,cgUgg^e- 
cantpuses for the year re- 
sulted in more than $3 million 
damage to buildings and more 
than 4000 arrests.
